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In response to your request for additional information on 
Mare Mellon, I have included a folder which contains 
photographs of his work as welt as some background 
information. In addition to tie commissions listed in the 
folder, he is at work now on a life-size sculpture of a judge. 
You might also want to take a took at the video cassette, which 
has a presentation of perhaps 1.0 minutes or less on Mellon and 
his work. It is well worth watching--I looked at it at home 
yesterday and it gives the viewer an excellent and detailed 
picture of some of Mellon's work. 


As I recall, when Mellon mt informally with Harry 
Pitzwater to discuss the possibility of Mellon's being 
commissioned to sculpt the Donovan statue, he mentioned a price 
tag of somewhere between $90,000 and $120,000, depending on 
whether the Agency wanted a lite-size or larger than life-size 
piece. I think Mellon submitted an actual proposal to Harry, 
but I never saw it. 


For what it's worth, I--anc others on the Fine Arts 
Commission--find Mellon's work very professional and very 
artistic. Vincent Melzac, who has been a patron of Mellon's, 
is so taken with Marc's work that he informally raised with me 
last year the possibility of commissioning Mellon to do a piece 
of sculpture for the Agency with any proceeds he (Melzac) got 
from the proposed sale/donatior of some of his paintings 
(discussed with you earlier).
